L ast M onday, about noon, .an event occurred at D earborn 
the like of which had never happened anyw here before. 
The 
25 m illionth Ford car rolled off the assem bly line, and the man 
who built the first one stood there to receive it. 
h o r 33 
y ears th at car had been on its way. 
L ast year we knew 
th a t it would ap p ear in 1937. 
L ast m onth we knew it would 
arriv e in F ebruary. 
Then cam e a tim e when we knew the 
week it Mould be m ade and even the day, w ith such precision 
th a t the exact hour could be determ ined. 
And finally, la st 
M onday a t noon we saw it com ing1 down th e line— lb cars 
aw ay. 
C ar No. 24,999,982 w as passing; stran g e how little 
atten tio n the w aiting com pany gave to it, and to the n ex t 
ca r and the next as they passed; they w ere only num bers 
m ounting unit by unit tow ard th e historic 25 m illion. 
Now 
it w as 12 ears aw ay—now IO— com ing slowly along as the 
men of the assem bly line system atically gave the finishing 
touches to each of the cars preceding it. 
In spite of w h at 
is said about factory speed-up m ethods, it w as slow w a it­ 
ing; som e of the guests inquired w here the “speed-up sy s­ 
tem ” w as! 
B ut w h at th ey saw and every visitor sees w as 
the d ay ’s work ju st going along at its ordinary pace. 
Now 
we could see it six cars aw ay, then three, and at la st F a r 
No. 24,999,999 rolled off the line, and then, as casually as 
could be, there before us w as C ar No. 25,000,000. 
In a n ­ 
other m om ent it Was responding to its sta rte r, and w ith 
F.dsel Ford at the wheel, and H enry Ford w ith tw o execu­ 
tives as passengers, it w as driving aw ay in the w ake of its 
less distinguished sisters. 
Im m ediately C ar No. 25,000,001 
took its place, and the line kept m oving on. 
Some of the men stan d in g by had w orked on th e first 
Ford cars m anufactured in a rented shop on Mack Avenue, 
D etroit, and could tell you th e buyers of the first 40 or 50 
produced. 
C ar No. 35 w en t to R ussia. 
Mr. Ford could see 
in m em ory that first line of cars on the shop floor in various 
stag es of com pletion. 
F or th ere w as a note of unity in 
th is ev en t—-the en tire 25 m illion cars, which is probably be­ 
tw een a h alf and a th ird of all the cars ever m ade, had been 
produced under one nam e, under one continuous m an ag e­ 
m ent, and under one policy. 
It required l l y ears to produce th e first m illion Ford 
cars. 
In two y ears m ore th e second million had been m ade. 
F our years later, in the eighteenth year of th e C om pany’s 
life, five million cars had been m ade. 
Then in 1924 cam e 
th e IO m illionth ca r; and in 1931 the 20th m illionth; and, in ­ 
cluding. of course, about four m illion V-h’s, la st M onday 
cam e th e 25 m illionth car.

no jubilation, no flags, no bands, only a sim ple luncheon for 
the guests, and tw o hours la te r H enry Ford ami Eds el Fftrd 
w ere at the top of th e pow erhouse planning im provem ents 
fo r the y ears to come.
